Eisenhower Declares 
Aspects of Long Peace 
Brightest in Years 


BOSTON (/P)—President Eisen­ 
hower declared today “the aspects 
of war looms less threateningly” 
than in a long time “despite the in­ 
stance of provocation” stemming 
from the shooting down of an 
American plane by Russian-built 
fighter craft. 
A. U. S. Air Force photo map­ 
ping plane was shot down by two 
Russian built 
MIG-type fighter 
planes Saturday, according to an 
Air Force announcement. 
Departs From Text 
Departing from his text in ad­ 
dressing the 27th convention of the 
National Council of Catholic Wom­ 
en, and the President said, after 
declaring the prospects for an en­ 
during and lasting peace are the 
brightest in years: 
“Despite such instances of pro­ 
vocation as that which took place 
yesterday sic off the coast of 
Japan, the specter of war looms 
less threatening over all man­ 
kind.” 
The President said that the quest 
for “enduring and lasting” peace 
“must be the overriding goal of 
our foreign policy.” 
Addressing a capacity audience 
at a meeting of the National Coun­ 
cil of Catholic Women in Boston 
symphony 
hall, 
the 
President 
again voiced hope that his “atoms 
for peace” proposal will open a 
“new phase” of United States re­ 
lations with Russia. 
“To attain . . enduring peace 
must ever be the goal of our for­ 
eign policy,” the chief excutive 
said. 
Departing from his text at one 
point, Eisenhower declared “with 
all the earnestness I can com­ 
mand” that if American mothers 
will teach their children there is 
no real alternative to peace, “we 
shall have peaee.” 
“By broadening alliances, by 
strengthening 
our 
cultural 
ties 
with peoples of other lands, we 
build a firmer foundation for per­ 
manent 
peace 
throughout 
the 
world,” he said. 
“It is not paradoxical in our 
peaceful efforts that we maintain 
powerful 
military 
forces,” 
the 
President said. “For a world partly 
dominated by men who respect 
only guns, planes and tanks, these 
weapons are essential to our sur­ 
vival.” 
Waged Through CJf. 
The President said the struggle 
for a lasting world peace must be 
waged through the U.N. and in 
every other possible way. Then he 
declared: 
“I know all Americans are hope­ 
ful that our proposal for an inter­ 
national pool of atomic energy re­ 
sources will inaugurate a new 
phase in negotiations between the 
United States and the Soviet Un­ 
ion. 
“I deeply believe that, regardless 
of the Soviet decision, the cause of 
peace will be further as we go 
ahead with friendly nations to turn 
this new science to the arts of 
peace.” 
The United States sent Russia a 
new note last Wednesday in an­ 
other effort to get together on the 
President’s atomic pool plan. The 
note was in response to Soviet in­ 
dications of willingness to nego­ 
tiate.

D eparting from his tex t at one 
point, Eisenhower declared “ w ith 
all the earnestness I can com ­ 
m and” that if A m erican m others 
will teach their children there is 
no real alternative to peace, “w e 
shall have pea«e.”
